Aeronaut Flies Three-Quarters 
of a Mile and Returns 
to Tent.

Knaber®hue made a five-minute 
tryout-th his dirigible balloon from the 


Srfation field in Forest. Park at 10 a. 
m, Wednesday. The flight, which was 
not on the. program, was witnesses by 
about 500 persons. 

In 15 minutes after the dirigible was 
taken out of.its tent, Knabenshue 
was ready to start. The preliminaries 
consisted to a great extent in getting 
his motorcycle engine running smooth- 
ly. sshree minutes after the engine was 
working to suit the @eronaut, he gave 
the signal and his hydrogen’ gag filled 
bag was pointed upward by his assist- 
ants and released. 

‘as he rose from the ground the specta- 
tors cheered. It was observed that his 
propeller revolved much faster than the 
propeller on the machine he uséd at the 
World’s Fair. The blades of thée-ola 
propeller could be seen while in motion; 
but the propeller of the new machine 
whirls like an electric fan. 

Knabenshue flew off toward the Blair 
Mounment, the dirigible wobbling some- 
what from the initial movement of the 
start, and a stiff wind from the south. 
east. Knabenshne was headed due east. 
after a flight of three-quarters of a 
mile, in which he easily distancea a 
boy on a bicycle following him; Knap.

Edgar W. Mix of Columbus, 
O., Arrested After Land- 
ing in Russia.

ZURICH, Switzerland, Oct. 6.— Edgar 
wv. Mix of Columbus, O., representing 


America“in the, international balloon 
race which started from this city on 
Sunday, won the contest by making 4 
voyage of 683 miles, thus giving to the 
United States the next international race 
of balloons. 

Mix had a thrilling experience. 
sailing more than #@ hours, across Aus- 
tria, Hungary and Russian Poland, he 
landed at 3:00 o’clock yesterday morning 
in a dense forest north of Warsaw, and 
was there taken in custody by the po- 
lice. , 
Grabbed by Russian Police. 

His own teregraphic report, received 
in this city, follows: : 

I landed in the midst of a large 
pine tree in’ the- forest of Gutova, 
west of Ostrolenka and north of 
Warsaw at 3 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing. I encountered a heavy rain. 
My ‘dallast was exhausted When I 
came down. At present I am in the 
hands of the police, but all is go- 
ing well. 

I had. bad weather Sunday night. 
It was cloudy and rain féll and I 
used half my ballast before morning. 
The weather was so thick it was im- 
possible for me to locate my posi- 
tion, except for one hour south of 
Prague, and a star “bservation I 
took at latitude 61:45:1 and ldngitude

‘000 in Year, Accused ‘by | 
Newark (N. J.) Employer. - 
Eugene H. Schiange, once a member 
of ‘the exclusive South Side set and 
known as a “big spender,” has beeh-ar- 
rested in Newark, N. J., on charges of 
forgery, press dispatches from New 
‘York say. His arrest in the East fol- 
lows in less than six months a divorce 
decree obtained by his wife. who was 


the beautiful Miss. Lily Schubert. 

Schlange, whois said to have spent 
several fortunes, received $60,000 frém 
hig mother’s estate a little more than a 
year ago. His wife charged nonsupport 
in her divorce suit: 

When the inheritance from his moth- 
er was gone, Schiange, a: big blond ath- 
lete, went to Newark seeking work, 
and obtained a position as bookkeeper 
for F. Matts, a° taker of automobile 
tops, at 491 Washington street. He won 
the confidence of his employer by 
steady application during business 
hours. Last Thursday he resigned. 

Matt= went to the Union Nationai 
Bank . business and was called into 
the private offices of bank officials and 
esked to explain the condition of his 
account, He was overdrawn, he was 
told, and @ check for $250 deposited a 
day or two before was not what the 
bank expected. 

Matts said he Was sure he had a good 
working balance and asked to see his 
checks. They were shown him and 
most of them proved to be in favor of 
Schlange. Matts repudiated them, de- 
| claring that not only his name, but ev- 
erything tn the checks had been written 
by Schlange. 

A. warrant charging forgery was ob- 
tained by Matts and turned over to the 
Newark police. They also had a circu- 
Jar from the New York police asking 
for Schlange’s arrest. The Pinkerton 
detectives also presented a warrant for 
Sch'ange. 

The charges in these two proceedings 
were based on shecks cashed by William 
T. Peach & Co. of 240 Broadway and the 
proprietor of the Hotel Broztell on 
Twenty-seventh street.

SERGT, DOWD CHARGED WITH 
PROVOKING MEN TO BREACHES 
OF DISCIPLINE BY “NAGGING” 


Patrolmen Testify That Superior 
Treated Them With Russian 
Severity. 


“Nagging” is the term used in charges 
preferred against Police Sergeant Ed- 
ward Dowd of the Magnolia Avenue Dis- 
trict Wednesday morning. is 

Dowd was the “living example’ in 
Col. Laird’s lecture on “nagging’’ at the 
meeting of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners two weeks ago when a patrol- 
iman charged with insubordination to-‘' 
ward Dowd was exonerated and Dowd 
himself was reprimanded by the presi- 
dent of the Board for abusive tactics in 
commanding his patrolmen. 

At the hearing of the patrolmen no 
less than six policemen testified ‘that it 
was impossible for’ them to get along 
with Sergt. Dowd, wno, they said, treat- 
ed them with Russian severity. He gave 
them orders in boisterous tones and 
scolded them without provocation, they 
testified. 

At the conclusion of the hearing Col. 
Laird told Dowd that a nagging ser- 
geant was not conducive to police disci- 
pline. 

“You should treat your men like hu- 
man beings,” he saia. “Bulldozing does 
not get good work from. patrolmen.” 

The charges preferred against Dowd 
Wednesday allege that he has provoked 
breaches. of discipline by his overbear- 
ing conduct. It is said that citizens 
came to the rescue of patrolmen by re- 
porting Dowd’s manner to the Police 
Commissioners.

STREETS JAMMED 10 SEE 
VEILED PROPHET PARADE 


Half the population of St. Louis and 
150,000 visitors made up the Jargest 
crowd Tuesday night that ever saw a 
Veiled Prophet’s parade. The streets 
were so thronged between Broadway 
and Grand avenue and Market street 
and Washington avenue that the Mystic 
Monarch found great difficulty in lead- 
ing his retainers over the line of march. 

The police escort literally fought its 
way through the sightseers to clear a 
narrow path for the Prophet. In the 
downtown districts this was made more 
difficult by the very precaution which it 
was thought would prevent the crowds 
from surging into the streets. 

In the district between Fourth and 
Twelfth streets and Market street and 
Washington avenue, wire cables had 
been strung along the curb-lines as 4 
barrier to keep the spectators on the 
sidewalks. 

Police officials Wednesday said that 
this was a mistake. Early in the even- 
ing, when the crowds first formed, the 
barrier was ignored and the people 
thronged into the street. | 

When the police escort of the parade 
attempted to drive them back they 
found it tmpossible becausé the steel 
ropes prevented them ‘rom moving back 
to the sidewalks, thus having exdctly 
the opposite effect from that which had 
been expected. 

Parade at Snail’s Pace. 

Grand avenue, from Laclede avenue to 
Washington avenue, was so congested 
that the parade moved along at a 
snail’s pace. Conditions were the same 
on Washington avenue, from Jefferson 
avenue to Fourth street, 

In front of the Coliseum were packed 
thousands who chose this ‘point of van- 
tage because they had balcony tickets 
for the Veiled Prophet’s ball and want- 
ed to be close to the big hall so that 
they might obtain seats as soon as the 
parade had passed. 

Parade at Snail’s Pace. 

On Broadway, which was brilliantly 
illuminated, the crowd was greatest, but 
here police protection was more ade- 
cuate than at any point and the 
Prophet’s march through the most bril- 
jantly lighted thoroughfare in the West 
was unchecked. 

Here and at Twelfth and Olive streets 
where visiting mayors and other distin- 
guished guests viewed the parade the 
carnival spirit was at its height.

Twenty tableaux on wheels showed the 
many methods of transportation which 
have been used by man, beginning with 
the Egyptian litter and working up to a 
climax in a modern dirigible airship. 

Prophet Rides on Dragon. 

The Prophet’s own mode of transpor- 
tation was strangest of all, for he rode 
on a huge’ red dragon. 

A striking float was that typifying 
the automobile. The chauffeur added 
realism by using his steering wheel and 
levers as though he were threading his 
was through the crowd under his own 
power. 

Another striking float was the one 
which represented a balloon in a storm. 

The royal coach of Louis XVI was re- 
produced on one of the most beautifauj 
of the floats. Others represented an 
Indian on the trail, the first locomotive 
and the Japanese jinricksha.

and injuries to 35 persons, four of whom 
may not recdver. Passengers on the 
special train were on their way home 
from the State fair here. 

Duncan's watch was in the hands of 
a repairer, and he was using a time- 
piece he had borrowed from a trainman. 
The borrowed watch kept as good time 
as his own, but its dial was differently 
placed, in relation to the stem. 

Not remembering this difference;-Dun- 
can glanced hurriedly at the watch last 
night while on the dimly lighted station 
platform at Parnell, thought by the po- 
sition of the minute hand that he had 
14 minutes to run into Farmer City, 
and gave orders to his engineer accord- 
ingly.. He had, in fact, but one minute 
in which to make a siding. 

Engineer Clark of the special, in 
rounding a curve just after receiving 
this order, saw the headlight of the ap- 
proaching southbound passenger train, 
shut off steam and reversed his en- 
gine.

against our crowded street cars a correspondent 
‘| declares it would be useless because a corpora- 
}tion only does what’ its interest dictates or the 
law compels. He insists that laws must be passed 
and enforced compelling the street railway cor- 
poration to give adequate accommodation to the 
public . 

Our correspondent misread the editorial if he 
did not find in it full recognition of the necessity 
of accomplishing the purpose of the Red Button 
Brigade through the enforcement of law. 

We know well that a corporation is not moved 
by moral obligations or considerations; that it 
has “neither'a body to kick nor a soul to damn.” 
In referring to the corporation we do not: refer 
to the men who are charged with its practical 
management They do the best they can under 
adverse conditions. The United Railways are 
ably managed. Probably no men could do better 
work for the public under the circumstances than 
those who have to operate the systeth and carry 
a staggering load of watered securities. The law 
must deal with the corporation and the condi- 
tions under which it, operates. 
the over-burdening of the people through exces- 
sive capitalization. It must compel the company 
to give as good service as a reasonable profit on 
its actual investment will permit. There should 
be opportunity for ample investment to improve 
the system and the service, but no opportunity to 
rob the city and injire the service by over-capi- 
talization. fie 

But reforms can only be accomplished *hrough 
the force of public opinion acting through legis- 
latures and public executive officers. An expres- 
sion of public opinion is effective in a measure on 
public utility corporations. It is a warning of an 
effective demand for law and law enforcement. 
Public opinion is even more powerful ‘n effect 
upon public officers. It is a demonstration of the 
popular will and a warnihg that it’ must be 
obeyed by the servants of the rublic. If every 
citizen. of St. Louis wore a red button or any 
other badge or took any effective action as a: pro- 
test against insufficient street car accommoda- 
tions results would be forthcoming. Citizens 
should take action and get results. They may be 
obtained in several ways. 

Under a State law the Municipal Assembly has 
the power to fix the charges and regulate the 


service of public utility corporations. It has cre- 
ated a commission to investigate the corporation 
and recommend regulative legislation. 

Public opinion can compel the Municipal As- 
sembly to act. It can force a report from the 
commission; It can force the adoption of desir- 
able regulétions with or witnou’ a satisfactory 
report. : 

The Board of Freeholders fs devising a new 
charter for the city. That charter should clearly 
define the powers and duties o* the municipal 
authorities with regard to the regulation of pub- 
lic utility corporations. It should make it im- 
possible for public service corporations to Gisre- | 
gard their obligations to the public and for public! 
officers to évade without full responsibility the 
duty of protecting the public from imposition. 


* ‘We should have a State law by which no public 


utility corporation can increase its capitalization 
except for the purpose of actually improving 
or extending its property or increasing the effi- 
ciency of its service. Rates should be regulated 
on the basis of fair returns on the capital’ in- 
vested and there should be no capitalization be- 
yond investment. 

All of these things can be accomplished by 
public opinion vigorously expressed and 
wisely directed. Let every citizen wear the 
Red Badge of Protest against oppression by 
public service corporations. It will bring 
results.

His Attack on Commander, 
Written Last May, Made 
Public by Recipient. 


WRITES OF INJUSTICE 


‘Says His Stores Were Appro- 


priated and Used in Barter 
With Natives. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct. 6.—Dr. Fred- 
erick A. Cook, against whom Com- 
mander Peary has prepared an “indict- 
ment” in the North Pole controversy, 
‘indicted’ Peary in a letter written 
more than four months ago, which has 
just been made public here, The prin- 
cipal counts of the indictment, to use 
Dr. Cook’s own words, are “Peary’s 
commercial greed,”’ “hindrance and in- 
justice,” and misuse of Cook's supply 
station. He charges that his supplies 
were used by Peary’ in barter with 
natives. 

These charges against Peary are con- 
tained in a letter written by Dr. Cook 
to Capt. Bernier of the Canadian steam- 
er Arctic. The letter, which was dated 
May 23, was received by Capt. Bernier 
Sept. 1 at Upernavik, Greenland. It 
was made public by Bernier. 

The letter also contains the most com- 
plete account thus far given of the suf- 
ferings of Dr. Cook and his two Eskimo 
cempanions on their long return voyage. 
It says, in opening: 

My dear Captain: I have to write 
‘you the first letter after having been 
sealed behind ice barriers for two 
years. It was your supplies, so kind- 
ly left in charge ef Mr. Whitney, 
which aided me greatly in getting 

- to Upernavik. 

All my other property had been 
taken by. Peary, under the guise 
of a relief station for Dr. Cook. 
Murphy, the man in charge of the 
station, however, was instructed 
mot to engage in any relief efforts; 
not to allow Eskimos to cross and 
search until March of the follow- 
img year, 1900. My large store of 
supplies and my station was used 
for barter with natives, to satis- 
fy Peary’s commercial greed, 

Through Untold Danger, 

Fortunately, we weré able to werk 
out our problem without relief ef- 
forts except as you offered. We 
have pushed into the Boreal center 
and picked up/ th®, polJar prize, but. 
tne effort was @ingéreus beyond 
conception. 

The splended assistance which. 
you have given and the liberality 
of. the Canadian Government in 
éending the ship is a happy con-. 
trast to the hindrance and injus- 
tice of onc of my Own country- 
men. 

Describing the journey to the pole, Dr. 
Cook says: , 

Starting from Annootok on Feb. 18, 
1908, we crossed Ellesmere Land, 
pushed along its western coast to the 
Polar Sea, feeding 10 Eskimos and 
108 dogs en reute on musk exen and 
bears. 

From 82 north I started with but 
two young Eskimos and 26 dogs pull- 
ing two sleighs and supplies for 8% 
days. The ice was fine after cross- 
ing 84 degrees. Crocker’s Land was 
sighted and passed and a new land 
found to the north of it, extending 
85 degrees. Beyond no land was 
seen. The pole was reached April 
21, 1908. 

Carried Past Caches. 

The return was forced slightly 
westward on the northward route, 
but about 8 degrees we drifted east 
‘and south. Below & we had drifted 
with an active pack. 

We were help’ess carried to the 
west, unable to reach our caches 
along Nansen Sound. We were 

‘ pushed Into Prince Gustave Sea, 
with food and fuel exhausted. Still 
unable to press. eastward, we went 
with the ice to the south, food and 
fuel now exhausted. Polar bears 
came to our rescue as life savers, 

We ther went into Wellington 
Channel, hoping to be able to reach 
whalers in Lan¢aster Sound, but we 
were soon stopped by failing food 
Supplies and young smal) ice. 

With ho game, this short route to 
an early ship was no longer pos- 
sible, and to satisfy the pangs of 
hunger, we worked to Jones Sound. 
Here, after a long run of hard ad-, 
venture by boat and sledge, a orne) 
necessity forced us into winter camp 
in September at Cape Sparbo, withour 
fuel .or food, ammunition or winter 
clothing, with no dogs, no ¢ ns. 

_ Saved by Fortune, 

Our situation was almost hepeless, 
but fortune came our way. Bows 
and &rrows, harpoons, lances and 
other complements were made. The 
musk oxen and bear were taken 
with lines. 

The lance and knife secured us 
small game. Walruses and seals at- 
tacked and secured in our little 
folding canvas boat. An under- 
ground dam was built, and the win- 
ter of 1908-09 passed with a taste of 
everything save fresh meat. 

For we had not a morsel of civil- 
ised food, ‘not even salt. A new 
equipment was devised, and as soon 
as the sun of 1909 rose ovur the hills 
of North Devon, We started for
